SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Bradford :— 

In compliance with law and custom, the following, as the 
report of your schools, is submitted for your inspection : 

In making this report, your committee is obliged to labor 
under rather difficult circumstances, having been appointed 
to complete the unexpired term, made vacant by the resig- 
nation of Mr. C. R. Nichols. 

Five of the summer terms of school closed previous to 
my appointment, and, as shown by the registers; only one of 
this number had an examination at its close by the super- 
intendent, and one other received no visit from the superin- 
tendent. Therefore, in order to report these terms of 
school, your present committee has taken much pains to in- 
quire of prudential committees, and other residents of these 
districts, as to the condition of these terms of school, and 
the report will be noted in the “ Report by Districts.” 

The schools for the year, taken as a whole, have been 
quite prosperous, with indications of a gradual improvement 
on those of former years, and will, no doubt, compare favor- 
ably with others of the same grade throughout the state. 
Yet, are our schools just what they should be? Can we in 
no way make them better? Ithink we can. I would say 
to the parents (and this in all kindness) that, our common 
schools form the basis of our educational system. That 
home influences amount to something, this no one will 
doubt. And,although you have manifested a good degree 
of interest in your schools, let us, from this time forward, 
take a greater interest. Hire the best teachers you can af- 
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ford to; visit the schools frequently ; become acquainted 
with the teacher, and thoroughly conversant with the pro- 
ceedings of the school; show to your children that you are 
deeply interested in their welfare; supply them with suita- 
ble appliances; bring them up to know and realize that 
there is a necessity for a good practical education at* least, 
that their future prosperity may be in proportion to their 
acquirements; that the youth of to-day will soon be called 
upon to assume the duties and responsibilities of the 
present generation,—hence the importance that thorough 
preparation be made. 

Webster’s series of school dictionaries have been adopted 
for the schools of this town, and opportunity was offered ~ 
for scholars to take them at one half the regular retail price. 
Some availed themselves of this chance. The purchasing 
of these books was made entirely optional with the parents. 

During the past year no new text-books have been intro-— 
duced into our schools. Your committee thinks those in 
present use are satisfactory. 

The school-house in district No. 1, has been repaired at 
an expense of about $200. The school-room has been thor- 
oughly renovated and supplied with new desks of a more 
modern pattern. The room is now as pleasant and com- — 
fortable as any in town, and is an honor to the district. 

It is a pleasure to report that the several prudential com- 
mittees have been-so fortunate as to secure, in the main, 
the services of competent teachers, yet it is quite essential 
that they should visit their schools often, that they may 
judge with more accuracy in regard to the qualifications of 
those into whose hands they commit the training and guard- 
ianship of the young and rising generation. 


REPORT BY DISTRICTS. 


DISTRICT NO. 1. 
Horace M. Dow, Prudential Committee. 


Summer term taught by Mrs. Georgie A. C. Butman. 

The school at the close appeared very pleasant, and the 
scholars acquitted themselves with credit, showing that the 
teacher had spared no effort to make the school a success. 

Winter term taught by Mr. Warren T. Bagley, who show- 
ed good judgement in the management of his school. The 
order at the close Was a decided improvement on that at 
the commencement. He was deeply interested, and thor- 
oughness was his motto. The scholars, at the examination, 
exhibited a good understunding of the principles they had 
been over. 


DISTRICT NO. 2. 
Grorce W. Eaton, Prudential Committee. 


Summer term taught by Miss Edith E. Smith. 

This is the term of school that was visited at its close by 
Mr. Nichols, and he reports it as follows: 

“That school shows good training in the part of teacher, 
and diligence on the part of scholars, that is commenda- 
ble.” 

Winter term taught by Mrs. H. M. E. Messer. 

‘With her usual good success, good improvement in the 
several branches taught, was very noticeable. The teacher 
has had a wide experience, and needs no words of commen- 
dation, for her reputation is sustained by this as well as by 
former reports.

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DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Mr. A. J. JAMESON, Prudential Committee. 


Summer term taught by Miss Clara J. Nichols. 

This is one of the schools that closed without an exami- 
nation, but the prudential committee and other residents of 
the district, report the school a success. The teacher is 
known by your committee to possess good qualifications 
and adaptability to teach. 

Winter term taught by Miss Maud M. Melvin. 

She is one of our young teachers, having taught but one 
term previous to this. Some anxiety was felt at first, but 
the school progressed finely, the scholars becoming interested 
in their studies, and the teacher proving faithful to her 
trust. The examination was very satisfactory and well at- 
tended. 


DISTRICT NO. 5. 
Prescott CoLsy, Prudential Committee. 


Fall term taught by Miss Flora M. Colby. This was 
Miss Colby’s first attempt at teaching, yet she managed her 
school with acceptance. This school is one of the smallest 
in town. The scholars are obedient and industrious, and 
excellent progress was made. The parents of this district 
take much interest in the school and fully appreciate the 
benefit of so doing. With practice Miss Colby will make 
an excellent teacher. 


DISTRICT NO. 6. 
KENDALL W. MarsHaLu, Prudential Committee. 


Summer term taught by Miss Annie C. Smith. 

This is another of the terms of school which had no ex- 
amination at their close. The prudential committee says 
tle school was an execllent one, and universal satisfaction 
the result. Allow your committee to add, that the teacher 
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has had quite an experience in teaching and understands 
well the duties of the profession. 

Winter term. The prudential committee was very fortu- 
nate in securing the services of Mr. Edwin P. Stickney, 2d, 
who taught this school one year ago. Mr. Stickney is a 
live, thorough, energetic, and exact teacher. He possesses 
splendid faculties of explanation, teaches his scholars how 
to think, and never fails to interest his classes. The ex- 
amination gave positive evidence that both. teacher and 
scholars had done their whole duty. 


DISTRICT NO. 7. 
PaRKER B. Craic, Prudential Committee. 


Summer term taught by Miss Emma P. Hopkins, who had 
previously taught this school. 

The hiring of a teacher the second time for the same 
school, is pretty good evidence of the value of their ser- 
vices. She won the love of her pupils, and instructed them 
in a manner commendable to both teacher and scholars. 

Fall term. Miss Ida M. Ewins came to this school 
without experience as a teacher.

The parents of this dis- 
trict are deeply interested in the education of their chil- 
dren, as is manifested by the fact that they have contributed 
more toward the support of their school than any other dis- 
trict in town.
